The lovely 
goddess 
returns 



Venus, the second planet 
from the Sun and named for the 
ddess of love and beauty, re- 
turns to the evening sky. 

For the first half of the year 
2(X.K), Venus has been visible in 
the early morning sky before the 
Sun rises when most of us are still 
asleep. Now. Venus has moved 
east of the Sun from Earth's view 
and can be seen in the early eveni ng 
sky shortly after the Sun sets. 

The ancients noted the 
brightness of the planet and chose 
to name this beautiful planet for 
their lovely goddess — Venus. To- 
day we know why Venus is so 
bright: the planet is completely 



covered in clouds which reflect 
about 75 percent of the sunlight that 
strikes it. 

Venus and Earth are almost 
exactly the same size and are often 
referred to as "sister planets" since 
we are both named for the god- 
desses — Venus and Mother Earth. 

Venus' s surface temperature, 
however, is many times hotter than 
Earth's due to the Greenhouse Ef- 
fect. As a matter of fact, it is so hot 
on Venus that lead would melt- 
Venus' s atmosphere is made almost 
entirely of the gas carbon dioxide, 
which traps heat causing the high 
surface temperatures. Earth's at- 
mosphere only has a small amount 



of carbon dioxide, but due to the burn- 
ing <5f fossil fuels — coal to produce 
electricity and gasoline in our automo- 
bile — the carbon dioxide content is 

• 

increasing and temperatures are rising 
in what is referred to as global warm- 
ing. 

To view our lovely sister planet 
during the month of August, simply 
catch a sunset and note the bright 
object that will be from 15 to 2C de- 
grees above the Sun. As the year goes 
along, Venus will move further from 
the Sun from Earth's view and by 
December will be more than 40 de- 
grees. 

Keep looking up, enjoy a beau- 
liftil sunset, and observe the lovely 
goddess — Venus!
